DISTRIBUTING IMMIGRANTS 


The war brought to almost all Ameri- 


can? the realization ".hat the country had 
neglected its immigration policy, allow- 
ing it to drift about as dictated by greedy 
industrial interests, 
which sought 
to 


enrich themselves by .-ombining the cheap 
labor of the immigrant, and the abundant | 
natural resources of the country in prod- | 
nets for whi«'h there was a great demand. 
Immigrants were allowed and even en- ; 
couraged to herd together in large indus- 
trial centers where their opportunities 
for contact with Americans were extreme- 
ly limited. This is still the policy. Xew 
York is the great receiving stat.ion, and 
many immigrants find their way among 
their kind in New York city and remain as 
much aliens as ever. 


All of this must be changed. During 


the first two months of this year the coun- 
try's net crain through immigration aver- 
.iired 44.<H"H"I a month, as compared with 
a net average monthly gain in 19i!0 of 
1C.000. Hero, are 88.000 aliens turned 
loose to increase the army of hyphenates. 
There is a hope that as soon as congress 
meets again it will take s>teps to curtail 
immigration. If immigrants are admitted 
let us hope that they will be disposed of 
as suggested in a statement issued by 
\V. "W. Husband, the new commissioner- 
general of immigration, when he took of- 
fice March 1 k His plan, which has been 
approved by. the departments of agricul- 
ture, labor and the interior, calls for utiliz- 
ing the immigrant in farm work. Almost 
all immigrants are peasants, and Commis- | 
skwier Husband believes that most of them 
would do better "n small farms than they 
can do in industry. 


The new plan is to distribute these im- 


migrants in groups, somewhat on the Eu- 
ropean village plan, and to enable them 
through the farm loan act to get a.start 
toward the acquisition of small farms. On- 
ly those who are willine and able to make 
a small farm pay will take advantage of 
this opportunity, and the number is not 
likely to annoy the farmers or to divert too 
many immigrants from the industrial cen- 
ters. The great advantage of the plan is 
first that it will materially reduce the 
number of immigrants, and second, that 
those who r-ome will be brousrht into con- 
tact with 1'ne American farmer, the best
